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WE  NOMINATE 


Robert  Slocum  Garber,  one  of  the  distinguished 
medical  administrators  along  the  Atlantic  Seaboard, 
who  in  September.  1955.  is  entering  upon  his  fourth 
year  as  Superintendent  of  the  New  Jersey  Neuro-Psy- 
chiatric  Institute.  Under  the  direction  of  this  43-yeaT 
old  native  of  Homestead,  Pa.,  the  erstwhile  "State  Vil- 
lage at  Skillman,"  maintained  for  epileptics  from  its 
foundation  in  1898  until  the  Fall  of  1952,  has  cast  off 
its  atmosphere  of  defeatism  and  has  become  a  nation- 
ally recognized  rehabilitation  center,  holding  forth  hope 
for  hundreds  upon  hundreds  of  "human  problems"  by 
seeking  to  substitute  vigor,  optimism,  and  new  points 
of  view  for  the  grinding  routine  of  an  institutional 
way  of  life  which  in  years  gone  by  apparently  resisted 
progress  in  any  and  all  forms. 

Since  1952 — on  the  strength  of  a  survey  issued  by 
the  Board  of  Control  of  the  State's  Department  of  In- 
stitutions and  Agencies — there  has  been  a  marked 
change  in  the  Institute's  patient-population.  The  estab- 
lishment of  Convulsive  Disorder  Clinics  in  different 
parts  of  the  State  dropped  the  admission  of  epileptics 
from  approximately  250  cases  annually  to  3-to-date  this 
year,  a  phenomenal  decline  that  has  permitted  Garber 
and  his  associates  to  place  new  stress  on  juvenile 
psychiatry  and  more  recently  to  open  a  central  unit 
for  alcoholics.  The  significance  of  this  shift-in-eraphasis 
is  reflected  in  next  Wednesday's  Institute-sponsored 
conference  that  will  be  dedicated  to  the  problems  of 
the  emotionally  disturbed  youngster. 

In  his  three  square-mile  bailiwick,  dotted  with  some 
200  buildings  and  serviced  by  its  own  fire  department, 
school  and  laundry.  Garber  has  accomplished  wonders. 


There  is,  for  instance,  "Erg  Therapy,"  the  Institute'i 
name  for  the  program  directed  by  trained  techniciani 
who  supervise  the  efforts  of  patients  capable  of  pro- 
ductive work.  Prior  to  the  1952  reorganization.  173 
were  employed,  compared  to  a  work-force  of  over  500 
now  putting  in  an  average  of  7,500  man-days  per 
month.  The  staffs  charged  with  Occupational  and 
Recreational  Therapy  and  Phychiatric  Social  Service 
continue  to  function  more  and  more  effectively,  as  does 
the  new  Children's  Unit  that  has  been  expanded  to 
accommodate  108  youngsters  and  already  has  a  wait- 
ing-list of  some  200  cases  under  14  years  of  age. 

Garber,  a  graduate  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  Col- 
lege and  Philadelphia's  Jefferson  Medical  College,  first 
assumed  New  Jersey  responsibilities  as  a  resident 
physician  in  Trenton  State  Hospital.  Following  World 
War  II.  when  he  rose  rapidly  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant 
colonel  and  "caught"  duty  with  hospital  units  in  Africa 
and  Italy,  he  rejoined  the  State  Hospital's  medical  staff, 
serving  successively  as  Physician-in-Charge  of  the  Male 
Division,  Assistant  Clinical  Director,  Clinical  Director 
and  finally  Assistant  Medical  Director.  His  present 
affiliations,  in  spite  of  the  24-hour  pressures  of  his 
post,  include  the  Jefferson  Medical  College,  Cooper 
Hospital,  Camden,  N.  J.,  and  Mercer  Hospital  in  Tren- 
ton. 

For  constantly  trying  to  better  the  services  and

As  of  noon  Friday,  Septc 
ber  23.  a  new  telephone  em 
gency  reporting  system  wUI  go 
into  effect  in   the  Borough  of 
Princeton.    It   will    replace    the 
old  Gamewell   fire   alarm  sys- 

Clerk  Robert  F.  Mooney  ex- 
plained this  week  that  the  new 
system  will  be  used  for  re- 
porting fires,  needs  for  police  or 
any  other  emergencies  —  but 
not  for  any  purpose  other  than 
emergencies.  To  report  them, 
residents  are  asked  to  pick  up 
the  phone  in  any  street  box. 
which  will  be  connected  direct- 
ly with  the  police  desk  at  Bor- 
ough Hall,  and  then  give  the 
nature  of  the  emergency  and 
the    precise    location. 

New  telephones  will  be  lo- 
cated at  the  same  intersections 
the  old  alarm  boxes,  ptus 
four  new  sites.  They  are: 
Bayard  Lane  at  Leigh  Avenue. 
Elm  Road  at  Cleveland  Lane. 
Nassau  Street  at  Snowden 
Lane  and  Lcavitt  Lane  at 
Fisher  Avenue.

While  arguments  that  the  new

Revisions  will  be  made  on  the 
basis  of  the  hearing,  but  there 
was  little  doubt  that  the  majority 
of  listeners  agreed  with  Kenneth 
Kassler.  architect  and  new  chair- 
man of  the  Borough's  board  of 
zoning  adjustment,  when  he 
spoke  as  a  Township  resident  and 
termed  the  new  code  sound  in 
principle,  in  advance  of  most 
zoning  and  "In  keeping  with  what 
we  need  to  have.  The  require- 
ments are  high,  but  they  repre- 
sent the  whole  welfare  of  the 
whole   community,"  he  declared. 

Round  to  Potts.  A  two-and-a- 
hnlf  hour  skirmish  before  Fed- 
eral Judge  Phillip  Fornian  in 
Trenton  appeared  to  have  a  net 
effect  of  improving  the  position 
of  Theodore  R.  Potts.

Housing  Shortage  Acute.  One 
of  Princeton's  most  acute  expan- 
sion problems — the  rental  dilem- 
ma of  1955 — came  into  discourag- 
ingly  distinct  focus  this  week  as 
the  full  fall  complement  of  stu- 
dents and  educators  hit  town, 
many  of  them  still  in  search  of  a 
roof  to  put  over  their  heads.  Some 
observers  called  it  "a  serious  sit- 
uation"^probably  the  worst  rent 
situation  here  since  World  War  ll.

What  has  caused  the  dilemma? 
The  answer  appeared  as  simple 
as  the  problem  itself  was  com- 
plex: Expanding  Princeton,  ever 
a  popular  place  to  live,  had  con- 
centrated on  building  and  reno- 
vating houses  for  sale  while  the 
supply  of  rental  units  had  been 
neglected  and  not  increased  with 
the  growing  demand. 

Concisely,  this  is  the  serious  sit- 
uation to  be  studied  and  re- 
solved; 

(1)  Princeton,  primarily  an 
education  center,  required  and 
would  continue  to  require  reason- 
ably-priced rental  *  units  for  its 
comparatively  low-salaried  edu- 
cators and  low-income  students. 
Obviously,  these  people  were  not 
in  the  market  for  high-priced 
Princeton  homes  and.  anyhow, 
many  of  them  logically  had  to  be 
labeled  "transients."

And, 
quite  humanly,  landlords  count- 
ered with  less  space  for  more 
money.  Exploitation  was  the  rule 
rather  than  the  exception. 

(3)  The  current  all-time  high 
of  some  1,000  Princeton  com- 
muters boarding  trains  dally  for 
jobs  elsewhere  indicated  that  nu- 
merous families  were  moving 
here  just  because  "it's  a  good 
place  to  live."  This  group,  coupled 
with  families  migrating  to  man 
the  newly  created  jobs  of  a  fast- 
growing  area.  Increased  rent  pres-

ciated hopefuls,  who  came  to 
town  this  week  in  abundance  ana 
in  disbelief.

Two 
instructors    were    still    seeking    a 
room    to    house    them    and    their 
two  grand  pianos,  he  added. 

Other  Woe*  Voiced.  'Theyre 
either  long  gone  or  you  wouldn't 
live  in  them  anyhow"  was  the 
comment  from  Minot  C.  Morgan 
Jr.,  general  manager  of  the  Insti- 
tute for  Advanced  Study,  where 
100  bachelors  and  couples— educa- 
tional ■'transients"  —  need  rental 
space  each  year.  He  said  his  of- 
fice will  have  accomodations  for 
everybody,  but  many  will  be 
none-too-happily  situated.  "It's 
quite  a  bit  worse  this  year,"  he 
observed. 

Dr.  James  K.  Quay,  housing 
coordinator  for  the  Princeton 
Theological  Seminary,  said  his  of- 
fice found  rental  space  for  50 
couples,  but  75  others  were 
obliged  to  shift  for  themselves. 
Some  were  successful  in  obtain- 
ing preaching  assignments,  with 
small  manses,  while  others  are 
still  hunting. 

"A  very  acute  and  very  diffi- 
cult situation"  was  the  way  Miss 
Shirley  Davis,  headmistress  at 
Miss  Fine's  School,  summed  up 
the  rental  dilemma.  She  com- 
mented that  young  teachers  were 
"over  the  barrel"  in  Princeton 
because  they  have  to  be  here,  so 
consequently  must  pay  the  pre- 
vailing high  prices  for  lodging. 
"Sometimes,  the  rentals  aren't 
very  suitable  and  usually  they  are 
out  of  line  pricewise,"  she  added. 

At  RCA,  where  a  continuing 
need  for  rentals  is  anticipated, 
Charles  A.  Hurford.  personnel  di- 
rector, said  his  office  has  been 
experiencing  its  greatest  diffi- 
culty In  placing  research  engi- 
neers with  families  of  several 
children.  Pointing  out  that  the 
men  are  individuals  with  good 
educations  who  like  the  reputa- 
tions of  Princeton's  schools,  Mr. 
Hurford  said  RCA  employees 
coming  from  the  west  and  mid- 
west definitely  prefer  living  in 
Princeton.  "But  we  are  finding 
it  difficult  to  meet  their  needs 
here,"  he  reported. 

A  similar  report  came  from 
those  in  charge  of  housing  at 
ETS.  "It's  still  a  tough  grind." 
they  said,  "and,  though  our 
people  eventually  find  what  they 
want,  it's  not  easy."  They  stressed 
that  ETS  advises  its  new  workers 
to  come  to  Princeton  alone  at 
first,  and  then  bring  their  fam- 
ilies along  after  they  are  settled. 

At  least  two  local  companies  in- 
formed Town  Topics  they  have 
employees  commuting  from  as 
far  away  as  Levittown,  Pa.  One 
of  them  reported  that  car  pools 
bring  a  dozen  persons  to  work 
from  that  community. 

New  Business  Coming  Here. 
The  continuation  of  a  Princeton 
trend^the  establishment  of  re- 
search centers  in  this  area — was 
noted  this  week  with  the  announ- 
cement that  Roger  Williams 
Technical  &  Economics  Services 
Inc.  will  construct  new  executive 
offices  near  Princeton  Junction, 
A  New  York  City  organization  de- 
voted to  market  research  for  the 
chemical  industry,  the  company 
has  acquired  five  acres  of  land 
next  to  a  tract  purchased  recent- 
ly by  the  First  National  Bank. 

Roger  Williams  Jr.,  company 
president,  said  the  Princeton  area 
was  chosen  as  the  firm's  new 
home  because  of  its  easy  access 
to  New  York  City,  Philadelphia 
and  Washington,  its  excellent 
University  Library  facilities,  its 
central  location  with  respect  to 
many  of  the  chemical  processing 
industries,  which  the  company 
serves,  and  Princeton's  growing 
status  as  a  research  center.
